The Nationalist Makes a Rousing Speech— 
Germany Alarmed Over Boulanger's Mo- 
bilization Plan—Count Herbert Bismarck 
in Dublin—Marriagé of Lord Salisbury’s 
Eldest Son—Prairie Fires in Manitoba— 
Foreign News. 


TORONTO, May 17.—Mr, O’ Brien arrived in the 
city at 11 o’ clock to-day from Montreal, by the 
Canadian Pacific Rallroad. Although the 
hour of setting out from Montroal was 
very late—midnight—large crowds accompan - 
ied him to the ‘rallway depot, cheering and 
waiving their hats. He stood on the rear 
platform of the sleeping-car surrounded 
by the special correspondent. of New 
York and Chicago newspapers, and by 
the time the train made a start 
his arm was swollen from hand-shaking. 
The crowd sang in excellent chorus, ‘‘For 
He's a Jolly Good Fellow, and God Save 
Ireland“ in which Mr. O’Brien himself joined, 
and as the cars moved, o * deco the platform 
he took off his hat and exoiaimed, God pros- 
per you all. God save Ireland.’’ Then 
the cheers arose again. Three cheers for 
the American press, was the refrain, 
taken upand echoed andre-echoed until those 
on the car could hear nombre. A little tater 
a lone man rushed across the track and, 
looking defiantly at Mr. O’Brien, shouted: 
Three cheers for Lansdowne,’’ and then dis- 
appeared in the darkness.

THE ARRIVAL AT TORONTO. 

Fifty miles from here several Toronto news- 
paper correspondents boarded the train 
and showed Mr. O'Brien, the morning papers, 
offering their opinion at the same time 
that there would be no riot, though some 
disapproval might be shown. This 
has certainly been true ‘so far. 
Long before he reached the depot 
passengers in out.- going trains 
and groups of people Uined along the tracks 
on either side, peered in anxiously with any- 
thing but kind looks on their faces, and would 
exclaim, as they pointed with what looked 
more like the finger of scorn than of curios- 
ity, ‘‘That’s him!’’ Atlength the depot was 
reached at exactly II o’clock, and before Mr. 
O’Brien could rige from his seat, surging 
crowds who filled the platform and blocked 
all the passage ways overfiowed into the cars, 
and the editor of United Ireland was 
swept from his seat and carried almost 
off his feet into a carriage Wshich was in wait- 
ng. The first man to shake him by the hand 
was J. A. Mulligan, President of the local 
branch afthe National League. Mr. Mulligan 
is the law partner of Sir John MacDonald, the 
Canadian Premier. The crowd was made up

n town, and as they passed from the cars to 
the carriages at the Union Station, 
where the train drew up, the 
first manifestation of feeling was shown. 
Aroar of cheers, which swelled higher and 
higher in volume as Mr. O’Brien was recogniz- 
ed, greeted the Irish agitator, mingled with 
some coos, which, however, caused only a 
ripple on the surface. It has been remarked 
upon very much, this cooing. Slight hisses 
have been heard now and again, but no hoot- 
ing. The coos did not seem to trouble 
Mr. O,Briena bit, however, and he passed 
into a carriage with members of the commit- 
tee amid files of policemen on foot and mounted 
under command of Inspector Ward. The 
police were supplied with several rounds of 
ball cartridges and from under their belts the 
polished barrels of gleaming six-shooters 
peeped out in ominous readiness. 

O’BRIEN’S REPLY. 

Mr. O’Brien replied as follows amid tre- 
mendous cheering: Mr. Mulligan and 
Gentlemen—I assure that not for the 
first time nor the fiftieth time since I came to 
Oanada, my hearthas been overflowing with 
gratitude for the wonderful way in which our 
fellow-countrymen here in Canada have 
steered Kilbride and myself in difficulty and 
trial.

TREASON TO LOVE us, 
and death to defend. Thank God 
the London Times is not going 
to have its way here (groans for the Times) in 
Toronto, nor anywhere else very much longer. 
(Great cheering and some hoots and 
hisses.) When I speak of the heroism 
our people have displayed in this matter, I 
need not say that I do notreferto mere threats 
of personal violence or attacks, because 
I take it for granted that on this 
free soil of Canada at this time of the day, no 
citizen of Canada is going to attempt to in- 
timidate us by wild threats or by flourishing 
revolvers, or by brandishing anything of 
that kind in our faces. [Cheers and some 
hoots.] Our countrymen in Canada have had 
much more serious and substantial social 
and political risks than that to face in 
taking our part and arraying themselves with 
us against the powerful influences which are 
against us in Canada to-day.’’ 
LANSDOWNE’S UNJUST ACTION, 

It is easy enough-and cheap enough to find 
summer friends, but this is a matter 
which tests to the core the sincerity of our 
people in Canada in their love ot Ieland. 
[Cheers and applause.] The old instincts of 
your Irish hearts burst through every 
difficulty and danger to be with us in our 
struggle in behalf of the poor and oppressed. 
(Doud cheers and some boots.) God biess 
you and God prosper you for the good will 
the whole Canadian people have shown? 
(Cheers) for the fair play they have given me

Fazzari, a member 
of the Chamber of Deputies, writes to La 
Nazione that he believes an entente between 
Italy and the Vatican could easily be 
attained if the Pope would direct the ecclesi- 
astical authorities of the Vatican to sup- 
port at the next election for 
the Chamber of Deputies, vandidates favoring 
snch a reconciliation. The writer says King 
Humbert is powerless to act unless public 
opinion points that way.

HISTORY OF THE CREDIT MOBILIER TOLD 
THE PACIFIC COMMISSION. 


A Wall street Broker Tells an Interesting 
Story, With Jay Gould as an Interested 
Listener—The King of Financiers Takes 
the Stand and Makes a Statement Re- 
garding His Connection With the Union 
Pacific. 


NEw YorK, May 17.—The continuation of the 
investigation before the Pacific Railway Com- 
misgion, this morning; found the well-known 
broker, John Pondir,on the stand.

‘Fecelved a terrible blow last evening from the 
Stelwart Butchers’ Union. The union at a 
meeting heard the report of its committee to 
the effect that the Ice-Dealers’ Association 
had decided not to sell ice to the butchers for 
less than 35 cents a hundred, and the butchers 
resolved at once to buy no more ice from the 

pool men. Mr. O’Brien of Halohan & O’Brien 
was on hand and offered to sell all ths ice they 
wanted for from 16 cents to 20 cénts a hun- 
dred in the cars. 

A CANVASS OF UNION MARKET 
Gisclosed the fact that the butchers mean to 
stand by the resolution and will not pay more 
than they paid last year, which was 25 cents. 
This, they say, is as much as ought to be paid 
when ice is more plentiful and was putin 
cheaper than last year. 

Another fact was disclosed by the canvass of 
the market and this is that some of the retail 
ice. dealers are weakening on pool prices, and 
rather than give up good customers will sell 
below schedule rates. The big butchers 
get special reductions fro m the committee and 
others who do not get these special reductions 
refuse to pay the full price and the retailers in 
the pool find some way of getting around it. 

The butchers are valuablecustomers. There 
are 500 in the un on, and they average over $2 a 
day in ice expenses, which makes a total at 
the lowest estimate of $1,000 a day. The sum 
of $1,500 is nearer the truth, and the total may 
Tun over that. The withdrawal of this 
amount of custom from the pool can- 
not but be a severe blow. The butch- 
ers in the market say that they will

| FLATTERING FIGURES. 


SHOWING HOW THE CITY’S MONEY HAS 
_ BEEN HANDLED, 


—_—_—_—— 


Mayor Francis’ Annual Message to the Mu- 

nieipal Assembly—Health Commissioner 
Stevenson Preparing to Surrender to His 
Successor—A Short Interview Between 
Statesmen—O’Malley to Nelson—Munici- 
pal Matters. 


Mayor Francis was closeted at the City Hall 
to-day preparing his annual message for the 
Municipal Assembly. The message will in- 
clude the reports of the heads of departments 
for the fiscal year which has just closed. If 
the message is completed by7 p. m., it will 
be forwarded to the Oouncil to-night, 
The work on the message prevented 
his honor from considering names for the re- 
mainder of the slate. A notice reading: The 
Mayor will not be in to-day,’’ was hung on the 
door of the executive office early this morn- 
ing, to confront and repulse the army of 
politicians which assaults the Municipal 
headquarters every morning. As the gaze of 
statesmen fell upon the sign they turned away, 
but lingered about the outside offices to see 
that no other fellow passed in., The Mayor 
appeared in the main offices occasionally, but 
announced the fact that he was too busy to 
consider applications. 

The report, which isin the course of prepa- 
ration, makes avery good showing. The to- 
tal receipts from the various sources devoted 
to the payment of the expenses of conduct- 
ing the city government amount to $3,500,- 
000. The revenue collected for interest on 


public debt amounted to $1,500,000; on other 
accounts $950,000, making a total revenue of 
about $5,950,000. Under the new bond arrange- 
ment the revenue for payment of interest on 
the public debt need not be 80 large. 
By the taxation rate bill now 
before the Municipal Assembly the citizens 
within the old limits will be given the benefit 
of that condition of things by a reduction 
<= :. „000 in the taxes, which is 
equivalent to a decrease ofthe rate from 2.55 
to 2.50. To this equalizing arrangement the 
new limits residents are unwilling to agree. 
Within the last two years the total taxable 
values have raised from 211, 000, 000 to 5215, 000, 
000, the increased valuation coming from the 
new limits where vaiues have been increased 
about $9,000,000, while along Main street, 
Second street, and in certain localities 
the decreases aggregate over 14, 000, 000. The 
surplus revenue collected for interest on pub- 
lic debt has been allowed to accumulate in 
the sinking fund, out of which $837,- 
000 was paid on the matured 
rincipal during the year, still, however, leav- 
ng a total indebtedness of $22,000,000. This is 
not in excess of other cities, however. 
In the case of Chicago, which is 
the only large city whose indebtedness is put 
down much below St. Louis, its advantage is 
The city carries an 
own 
account, while witn 
by far the larger portion of, the Cook county 
debt which*foots up nearly $16,000,000. The 
financial showing for the year is regarded as 
very good. 

Health-Commissioner John D. Stevenson 
packed up his private papers to-day 
and awaited the arrival of his successor, Dr. 
George F. Dudley, prepared to give him any 
points required on taking up the management 
of the department. Some days ago it was re- 
perted that Mayor Frances intended to ap- 
point Gen. Stevenson to the position of Su- 
perintendent of the House of Refuge. This 
could not be done at present,uniess the Mayor 
secured the consent of the Board of Managers of 
that institution. As he has the selection of 
the new Board, however, the plan is perfectly 
practical, though it will probably not be car- 
ried out unless requested by the friends of the 
outgoing Health Commissioner. 

The position of Superintendent ofthe House 
of Refuge pays $1,200, with an aliowance of $300 
for matron, which position may be filled by 
the Superintendent’s wife, and furnishes,a resi- 
dence and living.

SHE SWALLOWED STRYCHNINE,. 


A Pretty German Girl Attempts to Com- 
0 mit Suicide, 


The quiet neig ffborhood of Carr and Six- 
teenth streets was profoundly disturbed about 
noon yesterday, when it was noised abroad 
that Miss Bertha Brandt, a pretty 
young girl living with her parents at No. 
1011 North Sixteenth street had, early in the 
day, made a desperate attempt on her own 
life by swallowing a large quantity of stryoh- 


nine. Miss Brandt is a pretty little German- 
American, 20 years of age. It was some four 
years ago that her sweet face, her large 
and expressive blue eyes, and ber quiet and 
retiring disposition captured the heart of 
George Gruener, who was then a young man 
of 20, and who had finished his apprenticeship 
as a butcher.

LIFE ON THE CONGO. 


People Who Have No Manners and Beastly 
Customs. 


The domestic habits of the Congo ne- 
— as related by Explorer Taunt, are 
nteresting and often amusing. There 
is a certain tribe who shave their heads, 
only leaving small tufts of hair. These 
tufts are arranged in all sorts of fantastic 
shapes, and give to the wearer a very 
unique appearance. Then there is the 
chief of a great and powerful tribe in the 
vicinity of Leopoldville who makes his 
beard grow in the same manner and ap- 
pearance as a Chinaman’s pig-tail. 

The manner of burial among the natives 
is very peculiar. Upon the death of 
a chief, the body is swathed in clothes 
until it resembles a hogshead. Then the 
head of the body is shaved clean. The 
body is left above ground in this state 
until the hair grows out, when the re- 
mains are interred in the ground. 

When about eighteen days’ journey 
above Bangala, on the Congo, Lieut. 
Taunt was horrified at the sight of the 
natives. He says that they had anchored 
to cut some wood for the engine. In a 
short time the boat was surrounded by a 
crowd of hard looking natives. The hor- 
rible feature of their appearance was that 
each had an ivory button on his upper lip. 
This extended some two inches over the 
lower lip, and the button, which was 
about the size of a quarter of a dollar, was 
buttoned right 1 ＋ 

While hunting in the woods he found an 
old tom-tom, or drum. It was made of a 
log about five feet long. A long, oblong 
hole was pierced in the top of the log, 
which had been dug out as much as pos- 
sible. When struck on either side of the 
hole with a stick the log emitted a sound 
which could be heard for several miles. 
The longer the distance the more un- 
earthly the sound. 

The Congo method of execution is most 
revolting. Among certain tribes the per- 
son to be executed is taken out into the 
market-place, where he is buried to his 
neck in the earth. His brains are then 
dashed out, andsa cord fastened around 
his neck to which is attached a stick. 
This is driven perpendicularly into the 
body and both left there to decay,

Strong Probability That the Duross Bill Will 
Go Through as Amended—Character of 
the Changes Made by the House—The Ab-

To-night the Council will have a chance to 
repeatthe excellent record which it made 
seveyal weeks ago when it so promptly 
passed the Duross bill. <As the 
amendments, as has been shown in the Post- 
DISPATCH, do not affect the general basis upon 
which the bill was originally passed, the Coun- 
cil is lucky in having no obstacle to prevent it 
from taking prompt action.

HIS NOSE HIS FORTUNE. 
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DEATH OF M. HYACINTHE DUFLOS, A FA- 
MOUS PARISIAN CHARACTER. 


An Actor Whose Nose Made Plays Popular— 
M. Schannard, the Last of the Bohemians 
of Paris—An Archdeacon’s Predicament— 
The Austrian Repeating Rifle Secured by 
the British Government — Waiting for 
Bloodshed—England’s New War Ships. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
PaRIS, May 17.—M. Hyacinthe Duflos, popu- 
larly known as ‘‘Hyacinthe of*the Palaise 
Royal, whose sudden deata was announced 
Sunday, was a character sv prominently Pari- 
sian, that a few particulars concerning him 
may prove interesting. Of bim it might be 
truly said, that his monumental nose was a 
fortune, not only to himself but for the 
dramatic authors who wrote for the popular 
theater to which Hyacinthe was attached. No 
matter whether the piece in which he played 
was good cr bad, his appearance,thanks chiefly 
to his nose, was the signal for loud laughter, 
which spread from the ranks of the unsophisti- 
cated strangers to those of the biase habitues 
of the Palais Royal. Hyacinthe was one of the 
most eccentric persons imaginable in private 
jife. He dressed atgociously, and walked 
about Paris in a greasy overcoat, the pockets 
of which were generally stuffed with proven- 
der of all kinds, while a black felt hat deco- 
rated his massive head and overshadowed his 
gigantic nose. He had an appetite equal to 
that of Gargantau, and according to the tra- 


dition spent ten hours at his meals. He died 
in his house at Asnieres, in a manner which, 
considering his gastronomical tendencies, 
may be called in harness, for he was engaged 
in partaking of his evening soup when hw sud- 
denly fell back in his chair dead. 

M. SCHANNARD. 

The last of the Bohemians of Parismay be 
said to have passed away in the person of M. 
Schannard, immortalized by Murger, who has 
just died at his residence in Rue des Archives, 
at the ripe old age of 64. Few of his eccentric 
but gifted companions lived for any length of 
time, but M. Schannard, turning his feet from 
the land of Bohemia with its poverty and mis- 
ery, setup asatoy merchant and succeeded 
in gaining a very comfortable livelihood, 
which kept him afloat long after the 
comrades of his youth had passed pre- 
maturely to their graves. He thus managed 
to belie the dictum of Murger, who wrote that 
a Bohemian life was the preface either of the 
academy, the hospital, the Hotel Dieu, or of 
the morgue. A few months ago M. Schan- 
nard or Schanne 2 his memoirs, 

ey might prove as popu- 
lar as his dead friend’s sketches of Bohemia. 
This realized, however, compared to Murger’s 
writings, what stucco is to marble, and served 
rather to ‘‘rob vie de la Boheme’’ and the 
Quartier Latin of some of that legendary 
E with which oer had been invested 

y the artistic fancy of the gifted but eccentric 
writer, who drew public attention to the life 
led by struggling students and artiste on the 
Soutbern bank of the Seine. Schannard was 
first introduced into print when Murger was 
writing, at 75 francs a month, in the Paris 
newspapers, ‘‘His Scenes de la Vie de 

heine. His friends used to visit the Cafe 
Modus, where — met other Bohemians such 
as Privat D’Anglemont, the chronicler of 
Parisian low life, Delva and even M. Auguste 
Vitu, who, at presnt, is one of the most dis- 
tinguished dramatic critics. Schannard up 
to the last visited many of his acquaintances, 
and was a welcome guest down tothe time of 
his death at many literary and artistic din- 
ners.

A Follower of Col. Bob Ingersoll Prosecuted 
in New Jersey. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISsPATCa. 

MORRISTOWN, N. J., May 17.—The trial of 
Oharles B. Reynolds for blasphemy at Boon- 
ton, came up in the Morris County Court yes- 
terday. Reynolds was present and pleaded 
not guilty. Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, the coun- 
sel for the defendant, asked for an adjourn- 
ment as he had engagements, and the case 
was set down for Thursday. The general im- 


ression is that both Col. Ingersoll and the de- 
endant are anxious to have this case come to 
trial, and that H it is decided in their favor 
the Morris County people have not 
heard the last of Reynolds’ lectures.

Then 
he became an infidel and was more successful. 
Last autumn when he was living in Boonton, 
he scandalized the inhabitants by fiercely at- 
tacking the Bible, and the Christian 
religion. Then he issued a pamphlet in which 
he ridiculed Christ and declared that the Bible 
— * immorality. He attacked Christianity 
with ali the bitterness of Ingersoll and none of 
the wit. The result was that the Grand-jury 
indicted him for blasphemy, finding That he 
within the jurisdiction of the court, unlaw- 
fully and wickedly did wilfully blaspheme the 
holy name of God by contumaciously re- 
proaching his being and his province, con- 
trary to the form of the statute in such Cases 
made and provided, and against the peace and 
“4 of the State.’’ 

n November Reynolds supplemented his 
utterances by a lecture before the Liberal 
Society of Newark. In his speech there he 
said that the Goddess of Liberty on Liberty 
Island, turned her back on New Jersey be- 
cause he had been arrested in that State for 
expressing his convictions. In the present- 
ment of the Grand-fury the following 
passages from Reynolds’ ae were speci- 
fled as being those on which the indictment 
was found: 

REYNOLDS’ BLASPHEMY. 

„This Bible described God as so loving that 
He drowned the whole world in his mad fury, 
because it was so much worse than He (know- 
log all things) ever supposed it could be. An 
all-wise God who got out of patience with 
such a worid, which was just what His own 
blundering had made it, and knew no better 
way outof the muddle than to destroy it by 
drowning! 

The Old Testament records for our instruc- 
tion in morals, the most foul instahces pape 
trated by God’s own saints, and the New Tes- 
tament indorses these old wretches as ex- 
amples for all good Christians to follow. 

Now, reader, take time and think calmly 
over it. A Jewish girl becomes the mother of 
God Almighty. The child of the young Jew- 
ess was God. Christ is God. God cried and 
screamed, flung about his arms. God made 
dashes into space with his little arms. God 
starea foolishly at his own little toes, smiled 
when he was comfortable, cried when a pin 

ricked him. God was nursed at Mary’s 

reast. 

God lay in a cradle and was rocked to sleep. 
God caught the measles, and was quite sick 
when cutting His teeth. God caught mumps, 
whooping cough, scarlet fever; God learned to 
walk, and often tumbled down and made His 
little nose bleed; was spanked when he 
was naughty, eto.“ 

When the case was called on October 18, it 
was postponed on account of the illness of Col, 
Ingersoll, who acted as the defendant’s attor- 
ney. Reynolds has since been under $500 bail.

CORPORATION LAW. 

A RECENT decision of the Ohio Supreme 
Court that a railroad company is liable to 
be deprived of its charter and its cor- 
porate existence for entering into such 
contracts as have generally been made 
between railroad companies and the 
Standard Oil Company is ali the more im- 
portant that it is based upon no new legis- 
lation, but upon old established law, com- 
mon to all the States. That such con- 
tracts for rebates and discriminations as 
would make common carriers mere 
monopoly builders were against public 
policy, and would not be enforced 
by the courts, has been the uniform dec- 
laration of the courts. But what remedy 
was available to the public if both par- 
ties to such contracts voluntarily chose to 
enter into them and abide by them? The 
Ohio decision is that ‘‘no granger stat- 
utes are needed to enable the State to 
intervene as the protector of the public. 
In a quo warranto proceeding at the rela- 
tion of the Attorney-General of Ohio, the 
Supreme Court of that State has over- 
ruled all demurrers and held in 
effect that these Standard Oil 
contracts involve abuse and misuse of 
corporate franchises which the State has 
power to prevent by injunction or to 
punish by taking away the corporate life 
of the railroad company, if the proof 
justify such severity of punishment. 
That this is sound law we have no doubt, 
and in the light of such decisions all the 
new legislation proposed for railroad 
regulation wears a mild, indulgent and 
benevolent look for the erring corpora- 
tions.

USURPING OFFICE. 

CAREY, a candidate for re-election as 
Sheriff of Buchanan County, was beaten 
by ANDREWS, but claimed the right to re- 
tain the office on the ground that AN- 
DREWS was of foreign birth, unnaturalized 
and ineligible. ANDREWS proved that 
during his minority his father was natur- 
alized and that United States law, accord- 
ing to a long and unbroken line 
of decisions, made the naturalization 
of the father equivalent tothe naturaliza- 
tion of the minor children. But the 
Circuit Judge who had jurisdiction of the 
contest aided CaREY in his usurpation of 
the office by delivering a decision revers- 
ing the settled decisions of all the other 
courts in the United States. The State 
Supreme Court has reversed this freakish 
decision, as everybody knew it would, but 
CARET is expected to continue his usurpa- 
tion of the office to the end of the term by 
simply taking a pretended appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court, which will, 
of course, not come up till after 
the next election. Even if ANDREWS 
was disqualified, CARET was not elected, 
but the law continuing meumbents in 
office until their successors are elected 
favors thissortof usurpation where the 
local court can be used to aid and abet it. 
A judge so incompetent or dishonest as to 
be made use of as this St. Joseph judge was

“FATHER” BETTS EXPLAINS. 


What He Has to Say on the Vexed Question 
of That Tabernacle. 


The following letter was received to-day 
from Rev. George O. Betts relative to the re- 
ported friction between his church and the 
Bishop of the diocese concerning a tabernacle 
which had been erected in Grace Church, of 
which Rev. Betts is rector. 

o the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The telegram from Evansville, Ind., pub- 
lished by you afew days ago in reference to 
the action of the Kentucky Diocesan Council 
in the matter of the tabernacle in Grace 
Church, is false in almost 1 particular. 
Tou have been imposed upon 2328 ma- 
licions or unserupulous correspondent. Both 
the Bishop and Council acknowledged that 
they had no control of the matter at all, and 
the proposition to remove the tabernacle was 
a matter of free grace on our part, drawn out 
by a loving — — made by two of the dele- 
gates. The following is the exact text of the 
resolution offered by me: 

‘*With the understanding thatthe Diocesan 
Council has no control of the architectural ar- 
rangement of the church building of Grace 
Church Parish, the vestry, with the consent 
of the rector, will accede to the bishop’s re- 

uest as to the removal of the tabernacle from 
the altar.’’ 

This was done simply to show that we were 
not insensibie to affection. @ If there was the 
slightest disposition on the part of anv mem- 
ber of the Council to magnify our act into an 
acknowledgment of * oing on our part 
we would not haye yielded a particle; and 
should this spirit appear we will replace the 
tabernacie at once.

This action has been expected for some time 
by the members of the regiment and those in- 
terested in the militia organization. The 
militia has been gradually weakened for two 
years past, the best material of several com- 
panies combining to form a crack squad and 
the regimental organization being materially 
weakened by this concentration of force. To 
add to the weakening effect of this 
system a feeling of dissatisfaction be- 
came prevalent caused by the action of 


the Legislature in refusin to appropriate 
money for the support of the militia organi- 
zation, or even the amount due the citizen 
soldiers for services rendered the State under 
the Governor’s orders at Centertown. At the 
beginning of the regular session of the last 
Legislature it was determined to makea final 
effort to obtain the passage of a militia biil, 
and in event of failure to go out of the 
service. The militia bill failed of passage 
and the Board of Officers at its last meeting 
determined to request the Adjutant-General to 
disband the regiment. The request was for- 
warded to Jefferson City last week and yes- 
terday, acting on it, the Adjutant-General 
issued the order of disbandment. The 
Artillery Company was disbanded last week. 
The Light Cavalry Company is now the only 
State wilitia organization in the city. 
THE FIRST REGIMENT, 
which goes out of existence next Monday, was 
formed by the consolidation of the First and 
Third Regiments, N. G. M, about three years 
ago. The old First Regiment was organized in 
June, 1879. Prior to that there had existed an 
organization known asthe St. Louis National 
Guard, which originally drilled at the station 
on Seventh and Carr streets, and after- 
wards occupied the big Armory build- 
ing on Fourth street and Washington avenue 
and st. Charles street. At the time of the 
organization of the First Regiment Chas. W. 
Squires was made Colonel, Geo. Carpenter, 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and Geo. Chapman, Ma- 
jor. Afterward Geo. Carpenter was in com- 
mand ofthe regiment. He was succeeded in 
command by Geo. Chapman, who was at the 
head of the regiment when it entered the new 
Armory with the Third Regiment, in 1882. 
THE THIRD REGIMENT, 

which was merged in the First Regiment three 
years ago, though the third in number in the 
militia in Missouri, was in „ the oldest in 
the service. All but one of its companies 
dated back their organization to July, 1877, 
and their regimental union to November of that 
year. The organization of the Third Regi- 
ment was the outcome of the great strike 
of 1877. At the time when the strike was in- 
augurated and rioting begun there were to be 
found in St. Louis but two organized com-

CARRIERS’ COMPLAINTS. 


—_—— ~~ —— 


ONE OF THE NUMBER MAKES A STATE- 
MENT FOR THE PUBLIC. 


How They Are Overworked, With a Notice to 
Quitasthe Only Alternative—The Hours 
of Service Under the New System of Mid- 
night Collectio Improving the Service, 
but Punishing the Men, According to Their 
Statements. 


This morning a letter carrier called at the 
POST- DISPATCH Office for the purpose of giving 
to the public the true statement of the work- 
ings of the midnight collection system, to 
which agreatdealof attention has been at- 
tracted. He said that discredit had 
been thrown on some of the pub- 
lished complaints by the officials who had the 
power to remedy the wrong and that in order 
to give the Post-DIsPATCH the benefit of a ro- 
liable statement he had been sent by a.number 
of carriers whose views he expressed. He, or 
those he represented, had not the greatest 
confidence in the free speech doctrine of the 
department, and as he did not wish to make 
himself a target for official displeasure 
he asked that his name de with- 
held. After identifying himself satisfactorily 


he sald: The statement has been made that 
there are only thirty-three carriers ee wy he ed 
in the collection of the night mails. The 
is that in the territory between North Market 
street and Merremac, the river to Garrison and 
Grand avenues there are sixty-six men at least 
a every night. They go out at 11 
some of them before that hour, 
10 that they will havea chance to catch the 
last car down-town. Take a district’ from 
Geyer to Meremac and west of Jefferson. If 
a man starts out to make his coliection at 
10:30 he will just make the last car. He must 
bring that mail to the main office. These men 
CANNOT ‘‘SQUAD,’ 
that is they cannot send out one man to cob 
lect more than one route. Each must make 
his own collection in the district, bring it to 
the accumulation box agreed on by the car- 
riers and one takes it down to the main office 
They generally change off from night to night. 
Now, on this side of Jefferson avenue the car-. 
riers ‘‘squad’’ three, four and five to- 
gether—that is, one carrier makes 
collectious on bo three, four 
five routes agreed on and takes 0 
mailto the main office. This will take him 
about an hour and three-quarters to make thas 
collection. In many instances he misses the 
last car and must walk down to deliver hig 
mail. Now he has to either walk home — 
or wait for an owl -car, which will reer 
home about 2 o’clock in the mornin 
has about three and one-halfto four 
rest and is compelled to 
office again for his day’s 
The northern routes, from Nort 
Biddle,and from the river to Garrison avenue, 
are the easiest routes, 2 the mails are 
not heavy, and it is easily delivered. Men whe 
want to handle their m satisfactorily oug 
to be at —— office about 6:30 a. m., at the 
latest, to be o 
instead of 7:30. If a man comes to the 
at 7 a. m., he will find a 
on his route ready to take his 8 
the day, or for a half a day least. 
When a carrier arrives in the morning hol must 
distribute his mail, readdress all sdirected 
mail matter or removals to the district they 
are destined for, which will take at le 
twenty minuteson the easiest rouve In th 
city. Consequently a carrier arriving at 7 a 
m. would always get out late. Assistant- Post- 
master McHenry says he has n «among the 
men and not heard any complaints, If so, he 
does not enjoy the confidence of the carriers as 
there is not a man who does not think that the 
system is a hardship u — him.

The League Anxious to Abolish These Two 
American Teams. 


The Philadelphia Times says: While there 
is no truth in the reported deal to transfer the 
Cincinnati Club to the League at this time, the 
publication of the canard has served to 
draw public attention to a matter which must 
come sooner or later. It will be remembered 
that at the last meeting of the Arbitration 
Committee the American Association 


made a determined effort to have sec- 
tion 6, of the national agreement, so amended 
as to prohibit aclub from jumping from one 
association into the franks of another without 
the comsent of all the clubs of the organiza- 
tion to which that club might belong. 

The secession of Pittsburg had opened the 
eyes of the American Association to the dan- 
ger that continually threatened their territory 
from the encroachment of the League. 
Youn Watrous of the Metropoli- 
tan Club, led the attack for the Asso- 
ciation, and he proposed to fight the 
League upon this issue unless they agreed to 
the amendment. But the eLague would not 
agree to it. Watrous then turned to his col- 
leagues, B e of Brooklyn and Phelps of 
Louisville, but they would not support him. 
Jam disgusted with the actions of the Ameri- 
can Association,’’ said Watrous right outin 
the committee. Before I came in pere 
every club in the Association was for war. 
They wanted this section amended. We 
were instructed to that effect. Now that 
Iam here I propose to follow out my instruc- 
tions, but you seé, gentlemen ofthe League, 
my colleagues will not support me.’’ Messrs. 
Byrne and Phelps werefor harmony. So was 
John I. Rogers, who was looking after the 
League’s interest. We don’t want to flaht, 
said Rogers to Watrous. ‘‘No,’’ retorted 
Watrous, ‘‘you come along and steal my 
best girl. You don’t want to fight, 
but I do.“ The section was finally 
amended 80 that a club desir- 
ing to gofrom one association to another would 
have to do so in the month of November. This 
leaves the section about the same as it was be- 
fore. The American Association territory is 
still open to the encroachments of the League, 
and the latter proposes to improve its circuit 
for next season by the addition of one or two 
of the Association clubs. The League has 
its plans already laid. St. Louis or Cincinnati 
will do to take the place of Indianapolis 
in 1888, but one of them atleast the League 
musthave. Detroit may hoid toits League 
franchise for another season, but under the 
present guarantee system its chances of finan- 
cial success after that are not very flattering, 
and then two clubs will be wanted in the West. 
The League wants the Browns and the Reds to 
make its circuit complete and self-sustaining, 
and the League proposes to keep the national 
agreement just as it is until it gains its end.

Causes Them to Squirm. 


NRW Tonk, May 17.—The following letter has 
created quite a sensation among the ‘‘Anglo- 
maniacs’’ of this city. Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
having been requested to attend the prelim- 
inary meetings at a later date to contribute to 
the funds for the proposed celebration of the 
Queen 7s jubilee in New York, addressed the 
following reply to the treasurer of the fund, 
Mr. John Patton, banker: 


My DEAR Str—There are several good rea- 
sons why I cannot subscribe to or sympathize 
with the proposed jubilee. 

1. I am an American citizen and a very 
staunch Republican—a man who rejects the 
monarchical idea as inconsistent with and in- 
to his manhood. I shouid stultify 
were I to celebrate the reign of any 
„1 was born as free as

hereditary ruler. 
Cewsar.’’ 

2. Jam at a loss to see what natural- 
ized American citizens have to do celebrating 
the reign of any sovereign monarch. If they 
are not loyal republicans and true to the land 
of thelr adoption it is open to them at all 
times to leave its shores and find homes else- 
where. The Republic deserves to be served 
by citizens true to the fundamental idea upon 
which her political institutions are based. I 
infer that this view is shared by the most 
distinguished of these gentlemen of New York 
who, tike myself, were born the subjects of the 
monarchy, for l observe with satisfaction that 
your committee has been compelled to select a 
Canadian as President and also as chief orator 
—eminent and justly honored men, but still 
quite foreign to New York and to America. A 
New York demonstration, presided over and 
also addressed by imported Canadians, will be 
quite unique in its way, but in no sense will 
represent New York. 1 rejoice that no New 
York men of position could be found who 
could so far forget themselves as to appear 
upon republican soil as the eulogists of mon- 
archy. 

To such of my fellow-countrymen as see 
proper to enjoy the blessings of residence in 
America and yet remain aliens, I venture to 
suggest that the canons of good taste, not less 
than gratitude to the Republic to whose hos- 
pitality they are indebted for so many favors, 
should lead them to hesitate before parading 
and forcing upon the knowledge of their per- 
haps too generous host that their first alle- 

lance is toa foreign ruler and their preference 
or political institutions vitally opposed to 
those of the land in which they dwelkand 
prosper. 

In conclusion, my dear Mr. Patton, if our 
fellow-countrymen must celebrate something, 
let me suggest to them that the proper day 
for a political demonstration in New York is 
the Fourth of July, and on that day let them 
pray that the day is notfar distant when our 
less favored countrymen at home shall share 
with us the blessings of institutions founded 
upon the political equality of the citimens—the 
day when hereditary privilege will be un- 
known, and when government of tha people, 
by the people and for the people“ will! be the 
watchword of English-speaking men 
throughout the world.
